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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 3 
are drawn to cosmetic compositions and methods of skin lightening comprising the 
compounds having formulas (I), (II), and (III). 

The prior art does not anticipate, teach, or suggest either alone or in combination 
formulations or methods comprising said structures. While the prior art does teach the 
structure of formula (I), said prior art is commonly owned and a terminal disclaimer has 
been filed and accepted. There is no other prior art teaching compositions comprising 
said compounds of formula (I) which would render those instantly claimed anticipated or 
obvious. The prior art also teaches the structures of formulas (II) and (III), 
(Thioacetalization of Carbonyl compounds by zeolite HSZ-360 as a new effective 
heterogeneous catalyst to Ballini), as cited in the IDS filed 8/07/2008, however, said 
reference does not teach or suggest that said compounds are added to any cosmetic 
composition or that said compounds can be utilized for skin lightening. The structures 
of formulas (I), (II), and (III) have been thoroughly searched and no other prior art has 
been found which would render said structure anticipated or obvious.
